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Dialogic Policy 


Dialogic policies achieve the greatest success in the improvement of the lives of the 
citizenry and of the prestige of politics due to being based on its three main 
characteristics: 


1. Dialogue among all the citizenry’s plurality of voices. 

Each person a voice and a vote. There is no place for the assessments that 
certain people do, trying to impose that their opinion is better than that of the 
other persons or groups. 

2. Inclusion in the dialogue of the scientific evidence of social impact (SESI). 
The participation that omits the SESI in its concept of “dialogue”, not only does 
not obtain improvements, but it discredits and puts citizenry against that 
participation. 

3. Decisions made exclusively by the citizenry and its democratically elected 
representatives. 

The experts are at the service of the citizenry. Nobody has voted us in 
democratic elections so as to ask that the political decisions we propose are 
made. Our job is to propose SESI in the dialogue. 
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
